Recent Gulf Storm Set Velocity Hec- 
ord for Period of Five Minutes. 
NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 9.—The kreatest 

sustained velocity recorded in the United 
States since establishment of the Na- 
tional Weather Bureau was shown at 
burwood, near the mouth of the Mis- 
sissippi River, during the recent trupi- 
val storm, local weather officials have 
announced, 

Complete records received from Bur- 
wood show a maximum velocity Sept 
sy of 122 miles an hour, during a period 
of five minutes. For another like pe- 
riod the anemometer recorded velo- 
city of 120 miles. For 18 hours and 15 
minutes the hurricane maintained a ve- 
locity of 60 miles or more an hour.

He 
was living with the latest at 0970 Delmsr 
boulevard at the time of his arrest v 
terday. He maintained an office in the 
Roe Building and.has been engged in 
selling stock in mining enterprises. 

He was questioned by the police <e- 
garding a message from Philadelphia 
alleging that he had a fourth wife liv- 
ing there, but denied that he had more 
than three. 

“Women Won't Keep Away.” 

The police investigation shows that, on 
on Aug. 16, 1913, Morgan married Miss 
‘Sizabeth? Schebe of 1127 Burd street, 
oplin, Mo., that on Aug 23, 1914, he 
married Miss Florence Hanson cf New 
York and that his latest wife wag Miss 
Nellie Knowles of Cynthiana, Ind. the 
murriage having, taken place Feb. 7, 
1915. 

Wken asked about his adventures in 
matrimony. Morgan said: “The women 
simply will not keep away from me. 
One girl, he said, told him that she 
relt that she was engaged to bin and 
he added: “When a New York girl 
says that, it means marriage or a 
breach of promise suit.“ He said that 
he lived with his New York wife one 
month. 

He told the police that he believed 
the first two marriages had been an- 
riled as he had given a man sume 
money to have such action taken.

Mor- 
van said that he had told Critchfield to 
hold the check a few days, as he did nox 
have enough money to meet it. He said 
the check was given as an-advance com- 
mission upon a prospective sule of min- 
ing stock. Later he gave another check 
tc Critchfield for $2, which also was 
returned unpaid by the bank at Tucson, 
Ariz., upon which both checks were is- 
sued. 

Morgan said he had sold about 500 
shares of stock in mining enterprises to 
men in St. Louis at $1 a share. He said 
that he was president of the Esmeralda 
Mining Co. of Tucson, Ariz., and also 
owned 500 acres where placer mining was 
being done.

BLOWS UP TRAGK 


Officer Returns to Submarine 
Safely After Running a Mile 
Down Turkish Railway. 


LONDON, Oct. 9.—How..Lieut. d@’Oyly 
Hughes, attached to a British subma- 
rine operating in the Sea of Marmora, 
swam from the craft, pushing ahead of 
him a raft bearing explosives, with 
which he made a breac& in the Turk- 
ish railway skirting the beach, is reiat- 
ed in an official report given out here, 
which says: 

“His weapons consisted of an auto- 
matic service pistol and a sharpened 
bayonet. He also carried an electric 
torch and a whistle. The cliffs proved 
to be unscalable at the first point of 
landing. He, therefore, relaunched his 
raft until a less precipitous spot could 
be reached)“ * and after a stiff climb 
and a considerable march he reached 
the railway.“ : 

“Sighting a viaduct,” continues the 
statement, “he planned to destroy that, 
but abandoned the idea because of the 
presence of enemy workmen. He then 
selected a brick culvert, under which 
he placed a charge of explosive and 
lighted a fuse. He escaped by run- 
ning a mile down the railway and 
plunged into the sea just as the explo- 
sive went off. Debris fell near him, 
indicating that the explosion was effect- 
ive. Having blown his whistle to sum- 
mon the submarine, the Lieutenant 
swam out to sea. However, on sight- 
ing the submarite, he mistook it for a 
group of Turkish rowboats, whereupon 
he swam toward shore and began to 
ascend the cliff in hope of hiding. He 
then discovered his mistake, and again 
entered the water. Subsequently he 
was rescued by the submarine when he 
was on the verge of exhaustion.”

Plans of Democratic leaders of Mis- 
souri to arouse a sentiment among 
Democrats out in the State for a con- 
vention to name candidates who will 
file for the Democratic nominations for 
State offices is meeting with little re- 
ponse, according to reports. 

The sucess of the pian hinged on the 
willingness of all candidates to agree 
to withdraw from the race in favor of 
the man who might be named by the 
convention. It seems that none of the 
candidates is willing to enter into the 
agreement. 

The plan, according to reports current 
among politicians, had the endorse- 
ment of the Francis-Major-Goltra wing 
of the party, of United States Senators 
Stone and Reed and of Speaker Clark, 
though the Senators are not pleased 
with the prospect of Supreme Judge 
Graves, favored by the Francis-Major- 
Goltra contingent, getting the nomina- 
tion for Governor. 

Neither Senator Reed, 
Stone, Gov. Major nor Speaker Clark, 
who were interviewed by the Post- 
Dispatch regarding the plan, would 
admit that he favored it. Gov. Major 
ald he was opposed to any plan except 
that of the primary authorized by law. 

Senator Stone said that the conven- 
tion, or conference plan,“ as he called 
it, had been discussed by a number of 
Democrats, but that there had been no 
flecided sentiment shown about it either 
way. 

Few Could Not Promote Plan. 

“The idea has been discussed" he 
said, just as many other things are 
discussed in advance of a cam) aiga. 
Such an idea could not be carried out. 
and certainly nobody would attempt to 
carry it out, unless there appeared a 
decided sentiment among the Cemo- 
rats of the State, the big mass of peo- 
ple, for it. No few men could succ gs- 
fully promote such a plan even if they.

Pitteburg Aviator With French Tells 
of Thrilling Experience Day Before 
Allles Great Drive. 
PITTSBURG, Pa., Oct. 9.—Lieut. WII- 


liam Thaw, the Pittsburg aviator with 


the Foreign Legion on the French [ront, 
in the following letter to his father, Ben- 
jamin Thaw, tells of a thrilling exper- 
ence he had with five German airmen 
the day prior to the beginning of th: 
allies’ drive avainst the Germans 
weeks ago: 

“The other day I ran across five Ger- 
man machines who were laying for tne 
at a little more than 2800 yards ove’ 
where I pass every morning. 

“TI tried to outclimb them, but one son- 
of-a-gun on a tiny biplane, the fustest 
machine I've ever seen in the air, was 
eatching me from behind, so 1 turn 
on him and dived so steeply that 
oiling system of my left-hand moto 
went on the bum and flooded the motor.

1 
was able to give him a couple of dozen

SENTENCED 10 DIE 
A TRAITORS DEATH 


Alberto G. Granados Convicted 
by Courtmartial of Complicity 
in Plots Against Madero.

‘MEXICO CITY, Oct 9.—Tragical after- 
math of the murder of Madero has 
overwhelmed Alberto Garcia Granados, 
Huerta’s first Minister of the Interior, 
who early yesterday was convicted of 
complicity in the plots against Madero’s 
administration. He was sentenced to 


death. 
Granados. who is 68 years old, col- 
lapsed twice during the trial and faint-

His conviction caused a profound sen- 
sation in this capital, where he had long 
been a financial and social leader. He 
belongs to one of the most aristoratic 
families in the republic. He is regard- 
ed as unfortunate that after keeping 
aloof from politics the greater part of 
his life he allowed his sentiments in 
favor of the old Cientifico regime n 
Mexico against the new order of af- 
fairs instituted by Madero to plunge 
him into active assistance of the 
Huerta cause. 

Great Crowd at Trial. 

A great crowd attended the trial. Gra- 
nados bore himself with patienace and 
dignity. He testified that Hureta 
sought him out the day after the re- 
volt against Madero, which began in 
the capital Feb. 9, 1913, and informed 
him that Madero had abandoned tite 
government and fled to Cuernavaca and 
asked him to participate in the forma- 
tion of a provisional government. He 
asserted that he refused to do 80. 
especially after he learned that Ma- 
dero had merely gone to Cuernave-e for 
the purpose of personally hastening 
troops from there to attack the rebels, 
who had taken refuge in Ciudad Ela. 

He acknowledged that he afterward 
conferred with Felix Diaz and Gen. 
Mondragon in Ciudad Ela, but insisted 
that he did so to exert his influence with 
them to end the fighting in the city. 

He pleaded that he accepted a port- 
folio in Huerta’s Cabinet, which was 
made up in the American embassy un- 
der the direction of Henry Lane W- 
son, believing that he would be able to 
work effectively for the pacification of 
the country, but that upon learning that 
Madero and Suarez had been assassin- 
ated he immediately sent his resignation 
to Huerta, but he was unable to quit 
office until two months later because 
Huerta declined to accept his resigna- 
tion. 

It is wholly untrue that I ever de- 
clared that the bullet which would kill 
Madero would bring peace to the coun- 
try.“ Grandos protested under cross-ex- 
amination. 

Only One Witness Against Him, 

Against him appeared only one witness 
—the police agent who arrested him, 
Sept. 29, as he was entering his residense 
in disguise. He said that all he knew 
of the case was that he had been told 
that upon a certain occasion Granados 
had been seen entering the American 
embassy and that various persons had 
seen compromising letters in the hand- 
writing of Granados. 

In demanding conviction, the public 
prosecutor suggested that he would be 
satisfied with two years’ imprisonment. 
After deliberating two hours the Court 
rerfiered a verdict that the prisoner was 
guilty and merited death. 

Although it was not brought out ‘n 
court, Granados privately, it is said, ac- 
cused Henry Lane Wilson of inducing 
him to cast his political fortunes with 
Huerta, as did other Americans whose 
advice he sought and followed.

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WINTER PALACE OF 
U/AR SURCHARGED 
WIA ROMANCE 


Destroyed by Fire in 1837, It 
Was Restored on More 
Elaborate Scale. 


FULL OF TREASURES 


Scepter Contains 194-Carat Dia- 
mond, One of Largest in 
the World. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 9. — The 
famed Winter Palace of the Russian 
Czar probably has seen more roman- 
tic history in the making tin any 
other building in Europe. The dramas 
that have unfolded within its walls 


would overshadow, if told, the most 
highly colored imaginings of political 
fictionists, and the huge building ap- 
pears worthy of all the fascinating 
memories which cling to it. For gen- 
erations Russia has reached out from 
this Home of ¢he Empire toward ever 
more distant frontiers. The Winter 
Palace, a symbol of the empire, may- 
hap endangered by the present Teu- 
tonic invasion, is described in the 
following statement issued by the 
National Geographic Society: 

“Among the many palaces of Petro- 
grad, a city wherein dukes, grand- 
dukes, diplomats and millionaires 
dwell.in abundance, the Czar’s Win- 
ter Palace, a structure of truly im-/ 
perial immensity, stands out unap- 
proachable. It is one of the world’s 
largest and most imposing buildings, 
and the air of itg rooms and corridors 
is surcharged with the romance of 
history. During the capital seasons 
in peace times, the most brilliant 
court in Europe could be seen here, 
when the great rooms were ablaze 
with light and jewels, and filled with 
a splendid display of gowns and uni- 
forms, 

Palace on Bank of Neva. 

“The Winter Palace stands on the 
left bank of the Neva, on a site be- 
queathed to Peter the Great by his 
High Admiral, Count Apraxin. The 
Empress Anne first made her resi- 
dence in the Admiral’s house, which 
was pulled down in 1754, and the 
foundations of the Winter Palace 
laid. The building was first com- 
pleted in the reign of Catherine the 
Great. The whole interior of the pal- 
ace was destroyed by fire in Decem- 
ber, 1837, when valuables estimated 
at $20,000,000 were consumed. It was 
restored on an even more elaborate 
scale in 1839. The structure is four 
stories high, or about 80 feet, with 
a frontage of 455 feet and a width 
of 360 feet. The principal entrance, 
the ‘Perron des Ambassadeurs,’ is 
from the Neva River. Connected with 
the Winter Palace is the Hermitage 
of Catherine the Great, where the re- 
nowned Queen, played first Bohemian 
in a Bohemian throng. 

“There is a table hung on the walls 
of the palace, draped with a green cur- 
tain, which contains Queen Catherine’s 
by-laws for the Hermitage societies. 
They were: 1. Leave your rank outside, 
as well as your hat, and especially your 
sword. 2. Leave your right of prece- 
dence, your pride and any similar feei- 


ing outside the door. 3. Be gay, but do}, 


not spoil anything; do not break or gnaw 
anything. 4 Sit, stand, walk as you 
will, without reference to anybody. ö. 
Talk moderately and not very loud, 80 
as not to make the ears and heads of 
others ache. 6. Argue without anger 
and without excitement. 7. Neither sigh 
nor yawn, nor make anybody dull or 
heavy. 8. In all innocent games, what- 
ever one preposes let all join. 9. Eat 
whatever is sweet and savory, but 
drink with moderation, so that each 
may find his legs on leaving the room. 
10. Tell no tales out of school; whatever 
goes in at one ear must go out at the 
other before leaving the room.’ 

“Good rules all, but rules difficult for 
any but a queen to hold before her 
friends. The penalty for breaking the 
rules was the drinking of a glass „f cold 
water for every offense. The Queen was 
most severe with those who broke the 
tenth commandment; they were never 
again admitted to the Hermitage, afte: 
being once found guilty of tittle-tattle. 

194-Catat Diamond. 

“An immense square before the pai 
ace gives it the proper dignity of set 
ting. Within, it is said, 3000 people can 
dance under the blazing light crystals 
at one time, while 2000 people cun be 
seated at the great dinner gatherings. 
The palace is a treasure house of relics. 
jewels and paintings. One of the finest 
collections of pictures in Russia is hung 
on the palace walls, among them nu 
merous excellent war pictures. Among 
the jewels stored here, there is a scepter 
vith one of the largest diamonds in Eu- 
rope, 194% carats, the great Orloff dia- 
mond, which was originally the eve of a 
lion that crouched before the throne of 
the Great Mogul. When the Czar {s in 
the vicinity of his capital, the Imperial 
standard floats from the Winter Palace 
flagstaff.’’

RUSSIAN HAS AN 
OLD GON THAT 
WEIGHS 7 POUNDS 


—— 


One of Finest Collections 
World Has Been Gathered 
by Merchant of Pskof. 


in 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.— One of the 
finest coin collections in the world 
igs housed in the home of a private 
collector in Pskof, a city midway be- 
tween Dvinsk and Petrograd, on the 
Warsaw-Petrograd Railroad, along 
which the Germans are endeavoring 
to advance, The collection is one of 
the most valuable things to be found 
in the country around this city-gate- 
way to the immemorial lands of the 
Slav,” says a bulletin issued. by 
the National Geographic Society. M. 
Flushkin, the proprietor of Pskof’s 
principal dry goods store, is the 
owner. and gatherer of the collection. 
“Plushkin lives above his store, 
surrounded by his wonderful collec- 
tion of coins and many other curios 
and antiquities which the has gath- 
ered during 20 years. Among the 
coins are examples of the earliest 
coins of Russia, the wldest of which 
do not date further back than 980. 
There are bars and half bars of silver, 
valued at two roubles and one rouble. 
There are ancient coins of Pskof, 
—— 


‘Mohammedan and Jewish coins, the 


Novgorod the Great, Kief, Kazan, | 
Tver and other towns, each with its 
distinctive stamp. One of the old 
roubles is a coin eight inches square. 
There ig another rouble in the col- 
lection, made of bronze, which weighs 
seven pounds. In this old money, 
forty roubles, worth today about $20, 
would weigh their happy possessor 
down like a sack of potatoes. Papal, 


latter bearing the stamp of Solomon 
temple, are represented, together with 
concave coins of old Byzantium, 
square Swedish coins of brass, re- 
markable coins used by the Republic 
ot Pskof, and some Chinese coins of 
the year 2000 B. C. Rare specimens 
of the coinage of almost every nation 
cf Europe are found in the collec- 
tion. One of the oldest was started 
upon its cateer in the year 2300 B. 
C., and has séen more than 4000 years 
of existence. 


“The collection also contains many 
specimens of the paper money of va- 
rious nations. Among the early Rus- 
sfan bills are a few as large as the 
ordinary diploma or legal document. 
Upon them are preserved the signa- 
tures of all the emperors and em- 
presses who have ruled in Russia. 

“Collectors, and curious visitors, 
trom many lands have journeyed to 
t! forsaken, decayed little town ‘of 
Vskof and braved the inadequacies of 
Its hotels in order to inspect M. 
Plushkin’s renowned cabinet of 
coins.”

Phillies Weak at Second.

Curator of Ohio State Museum 
Unearths Remarkable Art Work 
Done by Prehistoric Man. 


ORNAMENTS AND PIPES 


Etchings Show People Were 
Peaceful and Careful Ob- 
servers of Animal Life. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. * 
COLUMBUS, O., Oct. 9. -Prof. W. 
O. Mills, eurator of the museum of 
the Ohio State University, is now 
placing in the museum the most re- 
markable art collection of the pre- 
historic people of the Scloto Valley 
ever obtained. It is the result of his 
work this summer in exploring Ele- 
phant Mount” near Portsmouth. 

J regard the contents of this 
mound, which was really a communal 
burial place, ag the most remarkable 
yet brought to light,” said Prof. 
Mille. “Sixty years ago Dr. Edward 
H. Davis and Ephraim G. Squier ex- 
plored several mounds near Chilli- 
cothe and obtained what was then 
the most remarkable collection of 
implements of this people. 

That collection was not appreci- 
ated, and, after lying boxed at Wash- 
ington for many years awaiting pur- 
chase by the Government, it was sold 
to an enterprising Englishman, who 
placed it in the Blackmore. Museum 
at Salisbury, England. Until now, the 
student of the best in Ohio archeel- 
ogy found it necessary to go to En- 
gland. 

“But we have duplicated every- 
thing that Squier and Davis obtathed 
and we found many things that are 
not un their collections. The people 

ho made these things seem to have 
been a peaceful people. We found no 
implements of war; indeed, we found 
few implements of the chase. 

Maigly Ormaments and Pipes.

We found that it 
was a burial custom to break the

the men who made them were evidently 
observers of the animal life they saw 
about them. 

“There is a raccoon with one paw 
down in a crawfish hole after his favor- 


pring ite food, just as the raccoon fishes to- 


day. Here is a squirrel sitting upon 
hia haunches, tail curled up alung 
his back. 

‘The sculptor of this work was evi- 
dently afraid to curl the tail too far 
from the back lest it should break, 
but there is another pipe with a squir- 
rel ornament, in which the sculptor was 
more bold and the tail not only stands 
properly away from the squirrel’s back 
but hag the. characteristic curl back- 
ward at the top. 

Deg Baying at th ° 

“Here @ pipe ornamented "with a 
dog, and we have a chance to see what 
the house-dog of ancient man was like. 
He was much like our dog in both ap- 
pearance and nature, for this dog is 
evidently baying at the moon, squat- 
ting on his haunches with muzzle up- 
turned. 

„Most of these animal effigies have 
green eyes. The eyes are really little 
pieces of copper set artistically in the 
stone. Corroding, the surface of the 
copper is green now. Parts of some of 
the pipes are colored red. A kind of a 
paint was burned into them. 

“We found a paint rot that was used. 
It ig still hal? full of the red paint after 
four or five thousand years, and per- 
haps longer, have passed. The pot is 
green. It is really a little cup pounded 
out of a piece of native copper. 

“One pipe was evidently broken in use 
by its owner, and he had neatly re- 
paired it with a band of copper. A 
high degree of mechanical skill is shown 
in the work. 

On another pipe an otter is just com- 
ing from the water with the fish in his 
mouth. On others are a mink curled up 
naturally on a stone; a turtle, his head 
drawn well back under his shell, and a 
beaver swimming naturally in the wa- 


ter. 
Only Few Skeletons Found. 

“Most of these pieces have a fine 
polish. It was put on them by their 
prehistoric makers. We simply removed 
the earth kram them. They look now 
just as thr A when they were placed 
in the moun. centuries and centuries 
ago. 


We found only a few skeletons, and 
they were intrusive burials, made by 
the Indians long after the time of the 
ancient people whose relics we have 
obtained, The older people burned their 
dead. We found evidences of the charr- 
ing of wood in connection with the cere- 
monies, but nothing remained of any

Emperor Will Depart for Kioto 
Nov. 6——People to Witness 
Ceremonies for First Time. 


ie of the jated Press. 
10, Sept. 10.— The Cabinet today 
fixed the next regular session of the 
Diet for Nov. 29, which will be about 
the time of the close of the accession 
ceremonies of Emperor Yoshihito. 

The official program for the accession, 
which was likewise announced today, 
shows that the Emperor and court will 
leave Tokio for Kioto on the morning 
at Nov. 6 After passing a night at 
the City of Nagoya, the Emperor will! 
proceed to Kioto cn Nov. 7. In Kioto, 
the ancient capital of the empire, will 
then begin a series of rites and cere- 
monies which never before in Japanese 
history have been witnessed by the peo- 
ple. For the first time their representa- 
tives will be present. 

Two of the most important functions, 
one at which the Emperor announces 
his happy accession to the throne to 
the spirits of his imperial ancestors, 
and the other at which he proclatms his 
accession to his subjects, will be held 
Nov. 10, the first in the morning an 
the second in the efternoon. The third 
great ceremony, known as the Grand 
Harvest Festival, will be held in the 
late afternoon and night of Nov. 14. 

Succeeding functions will be three 
great accession banquets on Nov. | 
and 17, and visits by the Emperor to 
the various ancestral shrines for the 
purpose of communicating to the spirits 
of his forefathers his felicitous acces- 
sicn to the throne. 

The Emperor will return te Tokio Nov. 
27, accompanied by the Imperial sanc- 
tuary, which will be especially trans- 
ported to Kioto for the accession rites. 
Subsequent to his majesty’s return, the 
city of Tokio will hold a big celebra- 
tion in his honor, and the Prime Min- 
ister and Foreign Minister will give ban- 
quets and receptions. 

A great accession military review will 
be held at Tokio Dec. 2 or 3, and a 
grand naval review in Tokio Bay on 
Dec. 4 or 5. 

Arrangements are being made to house 
thousands of persons at Kioto and To- 
kio, and every effort will be made to 
make the ceremonies the greatest in the 
history of Japan. Especial] attention is 
being paid to the sanitary question. Red 
Cross physicians with staffs of nurses 
will be stationed throughout the cities 
of Tokio and Kioto. 

All the big cities of the empire are 
carrying on gigantic house cleanings in 
preparation for the accession period. 
Reports of isolated cases of hydrophobia 
among dogs have led the health author- 
ities to carry out a widespread removal 
of suspected animals. Their idea is 
that no chances should be taken for the 
health and safety of the multitudes of 
Japanese and many foreigners who wil! 
come to see the accession. In the city 
of Kioto alone 10,000 dogs have been 
killed since Jan. 1. .
